Dedication 

James  Parker 


James  Parker,  known  by  all  as  Parkie,  was  born  on  January  22, 1933.  He  is  married  to  the  former 
professional  actress,  Betty  Parker  and  has  one  daughter,  Deidre  Parker,  who  is  employed  by  the 
Salisbury  Post. 

Parkie  received  his  B.S.  in  speech  from  Ithaca  College  in  1954.  Among  his  professional  positions 
after  undergraduate  graduation  were:  Resident  Set  and  costume  Designer,  Washington  Theatre 
Club,  1965-1970:  Resident  Set  and  Costume  Designer,  Equity  Library  Theatre,  New  York  City, 
1963-65?  and  Resident  Designer  in  Various  Summer  Theatres  including  the  Boothbay  Playhouse 
from  1955-1978. 

After  being  employed  by  Catawba  as  the  set  designer  and  TD  in  the  fall  of  1970,  he  switched  to 
costume  designer  in  the  fall  of  1971.  Parkie  costumed  virtually  every  play  presented  at  Catawba 
from  1971  until  1999.  While  teaching  at  Catawba,  he  attended  UNC-G  and  received  his  M.F.A.  in 
Technical  theatre  in  1973.  For  six  summers  he  designed  for  UNC-G's  Summer  Theatre.  He 
currently  held  the  academic  rank  of  professor. 

Parkie  received  the  Catawba  College  Swink  Award  for  Outstanding  Classroom  Teaching  for 
1977-78. 

He  received  a  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  Grant  in  1981  to  attend  a  seminar  at  the 
University  of  Iowa  on  "Shakespeare's  Plays  as  Scripts."  He  received  another  NEH  grant  in  1987 
to  attend  an  institute  at  the  University  of  Southern  California  on  "Ancient  Comedy  in  Transla- 
tion." 


!  Courses  taught  have  included  Styles  in  Dramatic  Literature,  Visual  Styles  for  Dramatic  Production,  Perfor- 
mance Styles  I,  Performance  Styles  II,  Costume  Design,  Costume  Construction,  Playing  Shakespeare,  and 
Comedy  Performance. 

In  the  mid-1970's  Parkie  also  began  to  direct.  Among  the  plays  he  directed  at  Catawba  are  the  musicals 
Sunday  in  the  Park  With  George,  The  Threepenny  Opera,  and  Earnest  in  Love:  the  classics  Antigone,  the 
Doctor  in  Spite  of  Himself,  Oedipus,  The  Birds,  Measure  for  Measure,  A  Midsummer  Night's's  Dream,  As 
You  Like  IT,  Lysistrata,  MacBeth,  Noye's  Fludde,  The  Bacchae,  and  Everyman:  and  the  modern  plays 
Equus  and  Jacques  And  His  Master. 

It  is  with  much  happiness  and  pride  that  we,  the  Sayakini  staff  dedicate  the  1999-2000  yearbook  to  James 
Parker,  in  honor  of  his  long  years  of  service  to  our  school.  For  those  that  have  had  the  opportunity  to  take  a 
,;dass  with  Parkie  or  work  with  him  in  a  production,  they  are  truly  blessed  to  have  worked  with  such  a 
talented  professor.
